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DETAILED ACTION 



Claim Objections 

Claims 1, 8 and 17 are objected to because of the following informalities: 
Claim 1 ends in a semicolon. 

Claim 8 recites the limitation "each well region 55 in line 1. There is insufficient 
antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. Should probably depend on claim 7. 

Claim 17 is objected to under 37 CFR 1 .75(c), as being of improper dependent form for 
failing to further limit the subject matter of a previous claim. Applicant is required to cancel the 
claim(s), or amend the claim(s) to place the claim(s) in proper dependent form, or rewrite the 
claim(s) in independent form. The MOSFET transistor configured as a capacitor is in claim 16. 

Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claims 16-20 are rejected under 35 USC § 102(b) as being anticipated by U.S. Patent No. 
4,570,331 to Eaton, Jr. et al. ("Eaton"). 

With regards to claims 16 and 17, Eaton illustrates in figures la-5 (entire document) a 
plurality of n-well regions 16 (FIG. 3), within a p-substrate material 10; and wherein each of the 
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n-well regions comprises at least one of a MOSFET transistor 38 (FIELD SHIELD ISOLATION 
TRANSISTOR) configured as a capacitor and a metal layer capacitor 18, 20, 22 (col. 4, lines 5- 
18) formed on top of each of the n-well regions. 

With regards to claims 18-20, Eaton discloses in col. 4, lines 17-18, the MOSFET 
transistor configured as a capacitor is coupled between supply 16 and ground 22. 

Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 1-15 are allowed provide the objections above to claims 1 and 8 are overcome. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

A close prior art, U.S. Patent No. 4,959,650 to Moyal, discloses most of the limitations of 

the claims, but fails to show at least a metal fill portion, a MOSFET capacitor or a metal layer 

capacitor.
